GREENOCK PORT AND HARBOURS. 

Provisional Order to repeal the existing rates and charges 
authorised to be levied at the port and harbours of 
Greenock and to authorise the Trustees of the said 5 
port and harbours to levy new and additional rates 
and charges in lieu thereof and for other purposes.

5. No exchange of turns shall be permitted unless the consent 
in writing of the owners consignees agents or others having 
charge of the vessels entered for the dock at the time be previously 

25 obtained and delivered to the harbour-master. 

6. The gates of the docks shall at all times be liable to be 
opened for the admission or exit of any vessel or vessels provided 
they can be so opened without injury to the vessel or vessels 
already within of which the harbour-master shall be the judge 

30 in the first instance but his judgment shall be subject to be 
appealed or complained against in manner hereafter provided 
for and if at any time the gates cannot be so opened by reason 
of some obstacle the vessel or vessels already within and occasioning 
the obstacle shall as soon as possible after due intimation has 

35 been given in writing by the harbour -master be made ready 
temporarily or otherwise for the opening of the gates and fading 
compliance with such intimation shall be chargeable with double 
dock dues from the time that such further vessel or vessels were 
prevented from entering or from going out.

12. All vessels entering the dock shall be so trimmed as to 

draw the least possible depth of water and shall on no pretence 
whatever have any of their anchors over their bows. 25 

13. Subject to the present regulations and the right of 
appeal or complaint after mentioned the harbour-master shall 
have the sole power of placing or berthing the vessels that enter 
the dock and of shifting them while therein. 

14. No fire at any time nor candle or other light after working 30 
hours shall on any pretence whatever be used on board of any 
vessel while in the . dock unless under special permission in 
writing from the harbour-master and then only under such 
safeguards and conditions as he may prescribe.
